CHINESE EGQS WHICH PRODUCED 
: LIZARDS. + 


“In the House.of Commons on March 
16th, Mr. Pretyman,, moving the scrond 
renling of the Merchandise Marks Bill, said 
the only -principle underlying the bill was 
that when anybody in Great Britain desired 


-] to consume anything eatable he -should be 


able to bo aware of the country of its origin. 

The whole poultry business was. clesirous 
‘| of seeing something done to prevent the sub- 

stitution of foreign for British-produced eggs, 

To outwanl appearance the egg was an 
Junalternble unit, but if onco it werg stainped 
“| it could always be identified: “I¢ was not an 

uncommon pmetice-in England for vendors 

to purchase British eggs, mix. them. with 
much cheaper foreign eggs, and sell the lot 
ay Britigh eggs A it meuder, who 
was unable to attentl that debate haditold 
him that in hix constituency there ‘was ‘an 
old Indy who had a broody hen, and Wanted: 
to have’ n brood of chickens. Being w little 
short, of eggs, she’ bought half a dozen new- 
laid eget and addett them to the, cluteh-on 
which the hen was to sit. But when ‘it came 
to hatching-time from four of these eggs 
thero emerged four lizards. (Loud laughter.) 
Apparently these four oggs wero Tear gs 
from China, which had been sold as Britis 
new laid. Eggs or uny other produce dealt 
with by tho bill might be marked ‘either’ 
with the name of tho country of origin or 
with the word “imported.” ne 
Mr. Wi Graham, moving the rejection of 
the bill, eaid that his friends and ho weve 
notin any way hostile to a proper agricu!- 
tural policy or to doing everything possible 
to secure that the consumer should know 
the origin of the goods offered for sale. To 
stamp each of the 8,000,000 000 « import- 
ed annually would inevitably add to the 
cost to the consumer. . The bill contained

Mr. A. ¥. Alexander seconded the motion 
for the rejection.

“A considerable number of ‘tickets for 
these Jotterics have been sent to ‘many 
parts of Asin—possibly some to Hong- 
kong—and the following article from 
The Times ov the subject may possess a 
specia] Interest for some of our readers; 


The ‘anomalous position which has 
arisen s.ncy ‘the “etablishment of the 
Irish Free State that, while lotteries are 
illegal in Great Britain, they van be 
organized in treland. is  dbout to be, 
remedied, for the Dublin Exeentive has 
indicated its intention tu bring the Free 
State laws into conformity with English 
legislation on this subject, 

‘The desirability of some. such agree- 
nient jg clear from the promiscuous, man- 
net in which houscha'ders in Engluad are 
now’ receiving circitlars announcing hig 
lotteries orgupized in Ireland and: tho 
publicity, which has been given in Eng- 
land to“such concerns. The fact that 
they‘ are organized in Ireland, and that in 
some ‘instances they are under tho public 
men there, hog tended to differentiate 
them from the ordinary lottery or aweep- 


‘stake rua from the Continent by unknown 


men. The English law, however, docs 
not discriminate betweeti lotteries organ- 
ised in Ireland and those promoted on 
the. Continent, and an official at ‘tho 
Homs, Office stated yesterday that any, 
person adyertsiog Op Irish’ lottery here’ 
or organizing the sale of tickets -in 
England is committing an offence. The 
straightforwardacss—or otherwise—of the 
lottery is not the point:at issuc, and 
though, in view of the difficulties now 
confronting the Irish Government, the 
English authorities may not fcel disposed 
to press the question .wpon their atten: 
tion, persons amenablo to English law 
should realize that action can be taken 
in this country. . 


Tho Postmaster-General has power to 
confiscate lottery, circulars entering tho 
country, and not infrequently as many. 
as 60,000 circulars dealing with lotteries 
or donbtful schemes based om Continental 
premium bond schemes have been -im- 
pounded, The promoters of these schemes 
sometimes seck, to evade Post ‘Office 
scrutiny by sending the circulars “in 
bulk ta this country to be posted. This 
is happening at the present moment in 
tho, case of certain, of tho Irish lotteries 
and some Continental ‘schemes, but the 
persons responsible for their distribution 
hero are rendering themselves: liable to 
prosecution. . are 

Thero are, of course, certain State 
guaranteed prémium bond schemes on 
tho Continent, and ‘in viéw of: their 
genuine nature it may be asked why tho 
circulars of Continental ogents, aro 
rigidly’ impounded while. these bonds 
can. be quite legitimately bought through 
a banker or.a stockbroker. Tho reason 
is a-good one A considerable traflic.is 
carried on by some unscrupulous agente, 
who, presuming op the public’s ignorance 
of exchange rates, offer the -bonds hero 
ap their face. value and thus reap aon 
entirely illegitimate profit on the differ- 
enco in the exchange, as wel] os induc- 
ing the public to tako up shares, in 
Jottories, soma of which aro not.so attrac:, 
tivo im reality as they are represented. 
The authorities, in fact, aro protecting 
the public, while. not interfering with tho 
legitimate business in, sound schemes 
through safe channels.
